In answer to a question as 
to why the insurance agents and 
companies operating in the prov- 
ince had not been given an oppor- 
tunity to quote on the new basis on 
which the government had decided 
to carry its insurance, Mr. Manning 
stated that they were satisfied that 
it would not be ir to ask the 
established insurance agents and 
organizations to carry the insurance 
at the rates quoted, and that they, 
could not do so in view of the ser- 
vices they rendered to the public, 
in competition with absentee capi- 
talists who were not bject to the 
taxes, and other obligations of citi- 
zens resident in Alberta 

A JUST PRICE 

‘Mr. Manning admitted that the 

government was trying to establish 
a “just price” in connection with 


many lines of activity, but that the 
principle did not apply to the gov- 
ernment’s insurance transaction 

Mr. Manning further stated that 
the new insurance contract differed | 
materially from what had been 
previously in effect, including a 
liability on the part of the province 
to participate in any loss sustained 

but as he did not know who thei: 

insurers were, and that the insur- 
ance contract had not yet been re- 


ceived, he was unable to discus: 
these changes in detail. Following 
the interview the under noted 
statement was issued on behaif of 
the insurance agents and com- 
panies: 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 

The provincial government's re- 
cent announcement that a ‘new deal 
in connection with their insurance 
had been arranged came as a great 
shock to the insurance agents of the 
province, particularly in view of 
assurances given in previous inter- 


views that such radical departures 
from relationships previously in 
effect would not be consummated 
without giving those whose inter- 


ests were involved an opportunity 
of presenting their case.” 

“With the object of confirming the 
press announcements, Hon. E. C 
Manning was asked to receive a 
small deputation representative of 
agents and companies who have 
carried this insurance in the past 
and to which he agreed.

In the first 
place the new insurance contract 
is on a new basis, details of which 
have not been divulged, except for 
one outstanding fact, that the Gov- 
ernment is assuming part of every 
loss, which necessarily would 
materially reduce the premium be-

SILENT HOUSE 

Garry told of his arrival, the 
mystery of the silent, locked 
house, of shots that barked out 
of the surrounding fog and of his 
discovery of the crime when a cat | 
with blood-ceated paws jumped | 
upon the windowsill of the house, 
when he was standing outside | 
the house. 

Jack Towns, of Flatbush, who 
had met Garry on his arrival, hav-| 
ing spent the morning looking| 
some tie timber at Tieland,

he attempted to walk down the 
track to Flatbush | 

He heard the first shot but paid| 
little attention. When the second 
fired, the bullet struck the 
ground about 35 feet in front of 
he said. He saw Schwez but 
thought he was shooting weasels 
The third shot landed still closer 
to him, but he kept walking, zig- 
zagging across the track to show 

the man the shots were coming | 
close to him. 


I'LL SHOOT YOU 

Schwez fired a fourth shot san 
yelled, “If you come closer I will | 
shoot you.” He shouted this twice | 


and then, “I'll kill you if you don't 
go back.” 

Towns returned to Tieland. He 
and Garry saw the mutilated bodies 


of Mrs. Nelson and the baby 
through the window, then took a 
handcar and the two girls and left 
for Chisholm, 10 miles north, from 
which point they reported the dis- 
covery, 

The jury went to Marchinuk’s 


home where they found him lean- 
ing across the table, where he had 
been sitting at his meal, shot 
through the head. 

At the Nelson home they found | 
Mrs. Nelson and the small boy, 
clubbed to death, .22 rifle lying 
in pieces beside them. In the 
speeder shed they found Carl Nel- 
son, a .22 bullet through his right | 
eye. In a shack 500 yards away, 
they found Reul, shot by a large 
calibre bullet. He had rolled off 
his bed onto the floor. 


CHOPPED THROUGH ICE 

They found Schwez lying face 
downward in a hole, about 30 inch- 
es square, that he had chopped in 
the ice of a small pond beside the 
track, There was a .22 rifle bullet 
wound in his head. Across his body 
was the .22 rifle. Nearby was an 
axe, a .30-.30 rifle, his hat and coat. 

From this scene the jury went to 
his house, where they found letters, 
among them the missive addressed 
to Block, which outlined his inten- 
tion of murder and suicide

PINEHURST, N. C., Nov. 17.—Fay Coleman, 31-year- 
old former Culver City, Calif., amateur star, licked the wiles 
of wind, cold and the course, which combined to whip the 
favorites, and stole the shotmaking honors Monday in the 
first half of the 36-hole qualifying round of 
the nineteenth professional golfers’ cham- 
pionship of the United States. 

The tall Coleman, who 2wore a towel 
around his neck as protection against the 

blasts, shot the No. 2 Pinehurst Country 
Club layout in 68, four under par, equal- 
ling the course record hung up a year ago 
by Horton Smith of Chicago and Ray 
Mangrum of Pittsburgh in the North and 
South open. Smith, playing with Coleman, 
could do no better than 75 and Mangrum 
took 74.
